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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not show or fairly suggest the claimed invention of an optical 
scanning device having the claimed structure and claimed limitations, wherein a 
rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103 would be improper. Please particularly note the 
combination of claimed elements and claimed limitations, including as recited in claim 1, 
an optical scanning device for scanning an information layer and of a radiation beam, 
the device comprising a radiation source for emitting said radiation beam, an objective 
for converting said radiation beam to a scanning spot at the position of said information 
layer, and mounting means to adjust the distance between the radiation source and the 
objective, characterized in that an optical component is provided by means of which the 
rim intensity of the radiation beam at the entrance pupil of the objective is substantially 
independent of the distance between the radiation source and the objective for constant 
marginal beam angle of said radiation beam at the entrance pupil of the objective. 

Therefore, the claimed invention is considered to be in condition for allowance as 
being novel and nonobvious over the prior art.
